It  is  always  best  to  allow  plenty  for  postage  as  any 
unnsed  balance  will  be  immediately  returned  to  you. 

Shipment  will  be  made  by  express  or  post  C.  O.  D.,  providing  one-half  cash  accompanies  the 
order.

SCHOOLS  AND  INDUSTRIAL  ART  INSTRUCTORS 


While  our  regular  terms  are  cash  -we  are  pleased  to  ship  supplies  to  School  Boards  and 
Instructors  on  open  account.  This  method  allows  time  to  receive  the  goods,  check  and  examine 
them  before  payment  is  made.  While  it  is  our  intention  to  be  liberal  and  absolutely  fair  in  this 
matter  we  positively  cannot  deviate  from  tlie  following  rules  and  continue  our  open  account  method. 
We  suggest  that  Instructors  in  ordering  materials  for  pupils  make  collection  before  placing  their 
order  with  us. 

Ail  orders  from  Instructors  must  plainly  state  whether  goods  are  to  be  charged  to  the  School 
Board  or  to  their  personal  account. 

Materials  will  be  shipped  to  School  Boards  on  open  account  and  the  10  per  cent  discount  al¬ 
lowed  if  paid  for  within  thirty  days  from  date  of  shipment  or  at  first  meeting  following  receipt  of 
invoice. 

Materials  will  be  shipped  to  Industrial  Arts  Instructors  on  open  account.  Orders  must  be 
written  on  school  stationery.  The  10  per  cent  discount  will  be  allowed  if  invoice  is  paid  within 
fifteen  days  from  date  of  .shipment.  After  this  time  no  discount  will  be  allowed  and  the  account 
becomes  due  thirty  days  from  date  of  shipment.  >o  more  goods  will  be  sliipped  to  Instructors 
who  liuve  unpaid  invoices  over  30  days  old. 

SHIPPING 


Unless  there  is  some  particular  reason  for  requesting  shipment  by  a  certain  route  we  suggest 
this  matter  be  left  to  our  discretion.  We  have  scales  giving  post  and  express  rates  to  all  parts 
of  the  country  and  can  often  make  considerable  saving  for  our  customers.  Sometimes  one  route 
is  cheapest  and  sometimes  the  other,  depending  on  the  weight  and  distance.  Also  certain  mate¬ 
rials  will  go  more  safely  by  one  route  than  by  the  other.  However,  on  heavy  shipments,  we  re¬ 
quest  that  you  always  instruct  us  whether  to  ship  by  freight  or  express. 

Shipment  made  by  post  on  open  account  to  schools  and  Instructors  will  have  postage  charged 
on  the  invoice. 

All  parcel  post  shipments  are  at  purchaser’s  risk  unless  sent  insured.  All  charge  account.s 
are  insured  and  insurance  charged  on  the  invoice.  All  cash  with  order  shipments  are  insured 
providing  enough  money  is  sent  for  this  purpose.  Insurance  covers  both  loss  and  damage  and 
the  rates  are  5c  up  to  $5.00  value,  10c  up  to  $25.00  value  and  15c  up  to  $50.00  value.

We  furnish  mirrors  any  size  or  shape  and  either  plain  or  bevelled  edge  as 
desired.  There  is  no  extra  charge  for  shaping,  but  in  ordering  ovals  or  shaped,  paper 
patterns,  not  drawing  must  be  submitted  to  obviate  errors.  Being  made  to  order  only, 
mirrors  are  not  returnable  when  sent  as  ordered. 

Because  of  liability  of  price  fluctuation  we  quote  no  prices  here.  Send  us  a  list  of 
the  goods  in  which  you  are  interested  and  we  will  promptly  quote  lowest  prices.  In 
ordering  or  requesting  quotations,  please  remember  that  mirrors  are  priced  by  even 
sizes  only.  For  anything  above  the  even  size  you  are  charged  for  the  next  even  site. 
For  example,  a  mirror  12^4  in.  by  14^4  in.  would  take  the  14  in.  by  16  in.  price,  which 
would  be  considerably  more  than  for  a  12  in.  by  14  in.  size.  If  this  is  kept  in  mind  in 
making  up  frames,  considerable  saving  may  often  be  effected,  especially  on  large  mir¬ 
rors. 

Most  of  our  call  is  for  French  Plate  Mirrors.  These  are  heavy  plate  and  give  a  true 
reflection. 

Plate  Glass — Write  us  for  quotations  on  plate  glass,  often  used  for  show  cases, 
furniture  tops,  etc.  We  can  furnish  any  size  or  shape.

Extras — Regular  plate  mirrors  or  plate  glass  have  rough  edges.  This,  of  course, 
makes  no  difference  where  frame  is  to  be  used.  However,  if  edges  are  to  be  exposed 
they  must  be  finished.  This  costs  extra.  The  cheapest  way  to  finish  the  edge  is  to  have 
it  ground.  This  smooths  the  edge,  but  leaves  it  dull  and  cloudy  in  appearance.  For 
good  jobs  edges  are  first  ground  and  afterward  polished,  giving  them  the  lustre  and 
appearance  of  the  rest  of  the  glass.  The  price  of  grinding  only  is  half  the  cost  of  a 
grinding  and  polishing  job.  We  can  furnish  mirrors  or  plate  glass  with  holes  bored  aa 
desired.  Specify  size  of  holes  wanted. 

Shipping — Small  mirrors  may  be  sent  safely  by  parcel  post.  For  larger  sizes  we 
recommend  express  and  for  heavy  shipments  freight.  If  possible  specify  how  shipment 
is  to  be  made.

The  stain  will  not  show  laps  when 
finished,  but  will  show  darker  where  applied  heaviest.  It  is  well  to  take  up  with  a 
cloth  or  brush  any  excess  stain  in  crevices,  on  mouldings  and  on  end  grain  wood.  For 
lighter  effects  add  more  water  and  for  darker  apply  two  coats  of  stain  or  more  powder 
to  the  solution.  When  dry,  sandpaper  carefully  with  “00”  paper.  Some  users  apply  a. 
thin  wash  of  shellac  before  sanding  as  this  makes  the  wood  fibre  more  brittle  and  easier 
to  cut  on  tbe  hard  parts  and  edge  of  the  wood.  If  the  wood  is  open  grained  it  should 
now  be  filled  with  a  thin  paste  filler  colored  to  match  the  stain.  Wipe  off.  allow  to 
dry  and  apply  a  coat  of  orange  or  white  shellac.  The  piece  may  now  be  finished -with, 
more  shellac  and  waxed  or  may  be  varnished  with  as  many  coats  as  quality  of  work 
demands.

HINTS  FOR  ASSEMBLING 

Venetian  blinds  are  becoming  so  common  that  few  instructions  are  necessary.  Three 
rails  are  used,  the  bottom  and  tilt  rail  being  alike  and  the  top  rail  being  machined  out 
on  the  upper  side  for  cords  and  pulleys.  Top  rail  is  fitted  between  brackets  V102. 
Tiltor  V910  goes  on  under  side  of  left  end  of  top  rail,  and  V163K  on  the  right.  Tiltor 
pin  screws  to  one  end  of  tilt  rail,  V138  to  the  other.  Tapes  should  be  ordered  as  long 
as  height  of  the  opening.  For  wide  shades  they  should  be  used  about  18  inches  apart. 
Cords  should  be  ordered  six  times  the  height  of  the  opening  plus  twice  the  extra  width, 
if  wider  than  36  inches.  Tapes  are  fastened  on  the  top  of  the  tilt  rail  and  on  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  bottom  rail,  with  brass  nails.  To  thread  pull  up  cord,  run  both  cut  ends  up 
thru  cord  brake.  Run  one  end  over  pulley  (located  in  front  of  first  hole)  down  thru 
bole  in  top  rail,  thru  slots  in  tilt  rail  and  slats,  thru  hole  in  bottom  rail  and  knot.  Run 
other  end  over  pulley  (located  in  front  of  second  hole)  and  continue  down  to  bottom. 
Wire  nails  are  driven  thru  for  pulley  axles.  Cord  equalizer  goes  on  pull  up  cords,  tas¬ 
sels  on  the  tilt  cord.
